I  have  the-  honour  to  present  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1943. 

.  There  is  little  general  change  since 
last  Report,  and  certainly  the  general  health  of  the 
community  has  been  maintained,  and  there  has  been  no  in¬ 
crease  of  infectious  illness  by  comparison  with  last  year. 

A  moderate  epedemic  of  measles  in  Attleborough  is  the  only 
feature  of  the  infectious  disease  register  for  the  year. 
Infectious  jaundice  appeared  jn  the  area  early  in  January 
and  there  were  a  few  cases,  One  local  investigation  of 
cases  was  conducted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  the 
cause  is  still  undetermined. 

The  birth  rate  is  lower  than  last 
year,  but  this  is  a  more  apparent  than  real  diminution. 

The  water  scheme  is  functioning  excellent 
ly,  the  supply  is  sufficient,  and  the  quality  very  good.  As 
yet  some  of  the  Council  houses  have  no  mains  water  supply, 
but  this  will  no  doubt  be  remedied  after  the  war.  Of  the 
houses  in  the  District  approximately  46 %  could  be  supplied 
from  the  Council's  present  water  mains.  Of  this  percentage 
half  have  been  supplied  jyjL'th.  water .  y  .
